agent, G. B. Kendall, during the 
wheat planting season frequent­ 
ly called attention to the danger 
from the Hessian fly threatened 
this year. 
Farmers were advis­ 
ed that late planting 
was 
the 
most advantageous, and a great 
many of them followed the advice 
given by the university and by 
the county afcent. 
Mr. Kendall has made some re­ 
cent 
investigations 
in 
various 
parts of the county and has not 
found alarm ing conditions, altho 
he has seen several fields that are 
infested by the fly. 
The sta te ­ 
ment by Mr. Flint was 
as 
fol­ 
lows, indicating that considered 
in a statewide way the situation 
is quite serious: 
W arm Days Favored Flies 
The abundance of the Hessian 
flies at this t i n e is due to the 
warm and calm days which favor­ 
ed not only the 
rapid 
develop­ 
ment of the young 
insects 
but 
caused the 
wheat 
seedlings to 
come up in a shorter time, se rv ­ 
ing as ideal hosts for the pests. 
The scarcity of the flies’ enemies 
was also responsible for their u n ­ 
usual numbers. 
According to recent investiga­ 
tions under the direction of the 
state entomologist’s office, there is 
an extremely heavy infestation of 
all early sown wheat fields in cen­ 
tral and southern Illinois, 95 to 
IOO per cent of the plants being 
infested. 
In central Illinois, in a 
number of cases where wheat was 
sown very early in 
the 
season, 
from 50 to 7 5 per cent of the 
wheat plants have already been 
killed and the remaining plants 
are so heavily attacked that there 
is no possibility that they will 
survive the winter. 
In most of 
the central counties, wheat sown 
between Sept. 
15 and Sept. 25 
is also heavily infested, the in ­ 
festation ranging from 80 to 59 
per cent, but a large percentage 
of the plants will survive thru 
i the winter. 
Fields sown between 
Sept. 25 and 30 are from 20 to 
30 per cent infested. 
Fields sown 
after the end of September are 
entirely free from the fly. 
The 
wheat plants sown before Oct. 
IO have made sufficient growth to 
tide over winter. 
About the same conditions hold 
for the southern section of Illi­ 
nois, except that the dates of in­ 
festation are front five to fifteen 
days later.

the latter is so much closer to us 
that under usual conditions they 
appear to our eyes to be about 
the same size. The distance from 
the moon to the earth varies, so 
naturally it will appear a little 
larger to us than the sun when It 
is at its point closest to us, and 
a Utile smaller than lite sun when 
it is farthest away. 
If. when the moon is closest 
to us, it happens to pass between 
the earth and the sun there will 
be a total eclipse, 
because 
tile 
moon’s disc is large enough to 
cut off all of the light. 
In the 
case of the coming eclipse the 
moon is at its greatest distance 
from tile 
earth, 
therefore 
its 
disc, being smaller than that ot 
the sun, will not be able to shut 
off all of the light. 
During this 
eclipse the sun will appear as a 
ring in the sky, the moon cutting 
off all rays of light from its cen­ 
ter, but still permitting us to see 
its edge.
